He has 
dominated every Democratic national 
convention' since 1S96, when ho car- 
ried the convention-by storm in his 
famous "crown of thorns and cross 
cf gold" speech. This speech of his 
on the free silverd question holds un- 
disputed rank as the "greatest ef- 
fort of his life."

He was defeated at the polls 


by McK)nley by an ^overwhelming 
majority. 
In IflOO Bryan had more 


than two-thirds of the convention on

feated by McKinley, who was assas- 
sinated in Buffalo after one year of 
service on his second term, and 


- Roosevelt 
became 
President. 
.The 


convention of 1004 was absolutely, in 
Bryan's control, but the popularity 
of President Roosevelt convinced'Mr.- 


• 
Bryan that this was not a favorable 
year for him to make a third attempt. 
Accordingly he allowed Alton B. Par- 
ker of New York to be nominated. 
He had the plank upholding the gold 
standard stricken from the platform, 


. • and inserted a resolution denounc- 


ing "Protection as a robbery of'the 
many for the benefit of the few." In 
1008 B.-yan was again p. candidate for 
thc third time and had no difficulty 
in obtaining the nomination. 
This 


time he was defeated at the polls by 
President Taft. In 1912 Bryan again 
dictated the convention, and by his 
strength defeated the nomination of' 
Champ Clark, who had a majority of 
the convention, but went down to de- 
feat under the two-third rule aided 
by Bryan's influence. Clark was very 
angry over his defeat and gave out 
the statement in whicn he said: "I 
lost the nomination solely through 
the vile and malicious siandcrs of 
Colonel William Jennings Bryan, of 
Nebraska." 
In the convention of 


1016 Wilson's renominaHon was « 
foregone conclusion, but Bryan was 
there and apparently as popular as 
ever. In the 1920 convention, Bryan 
was still a power to be considered, as 
bids likely to~be the case in 1924. 


Bryan's nomination in 3858; was 


hailed, with great joy throughout tlie 


... South, where he.was then, aiuTBtnT 


is, very popular. It Is quite proiabla 
that he would draw a bigger vota" tn 
that region today than woatd al- 
most nny Southern man.

Teapot Dome naval oil reserve, 


about Which the greatest scandal in

acres in Natronah county, Wyoming, 
about fifty miles north of Casper, 
Wyoming.

a rock formation towering above the 
surrounding county, and combining a 
dome-shaped bulk of eroded sand- 
stoua with a spout that looks just 
like thc spout of a teapot.

WEATHER FORECAST IN 1654 


Grand Duke Ferdinand of Tuscany 


Was 
Organizer of 
Corps of 


Meteorological Observers. 


Concerted efforts to solve the mya- 


terles of the weather run back to 1654, 
when a corps of meteorological ob- 
servers WHS organized under the aus- 
pices of'Urand Duke Ferdinand I[ of 
Tuscauy. One of Ihe most Interesting 
facts about this pioneer enterprise Is 
that the participants (mostly Jesuit 
priests), who kept up weather ob- 
servations on a more or less uniform 
plan for 18 years, were not confined to 
Tuscany, nor even to Italy. 


Unsuccessful efforts were made to 


obtain observations from Java, Labra- 
dor and Iceland. 
Instructions were j 


drawn up In Latin for the guidance 
of the observers, who were well sup- 
plied with Instruments of uniform pat- 
tera. Lastly, the rocordl of this far- 
flung system of weather stations down 
to the year 1762 were published In 
twelve quarto volumes, copies of which 
are now among the rare treasures of 
mtteorologlcal libraries.

CROW. NOT SO BLACK 


AS HE IS PAINTED 


U. S. Experts Say Bird t Do 


as Much Good as Harm, 


.—Crows have recently 


lietn roundly condemned In numerous 
sportsmen's pvriodlculs und newspa- 
pers because of ttielr destructlveness 
to other bird life, especially game birds, 
The articles, which were based on la- 
forniuilon tuthered on the coastal la- 
lands of Virginia by an expedition 
financed by a well-ku-own ammunition 
company, have made a profound Ira- 
pression In many quarters. Undue em- 
phasis on peculiar local conditions, 
however, together with lack of 'distinc- 
tion between the common crow and the 
flsh crow and a faulty Interpretation 
of the evldenca at hand, ha; conveyed 
a grossly exaggerated aud wholly er- 
roneous Idea of the predatory nublls 
of the crow, according to specialists of 
ttie biological survey, United States De- 
portment of Agriculture. 


That the situation is by no meant 


so serious us pictured is apparent from 
statements In the articles th»t the Vir- 
ginia Islands mentioned abound - la 
game and are the favorite nesting 
places of large numbers of marsh birds. 
The whole district also Is, and has been 
for many generations, one of the fa- 
vorite hunting places of the East. 
• 


.There Is no question that on these 


Virginia Islands the Hsu crow and tlie 
smaller numbers of the common crow 
present are to be seen at their, worst, 
as regards their relation to other birds. 


The number of pggs of other birds' 


reported to have been found under 
crow nests also hat been emphasized. 


The biological survey takes the alti- 


tude that on game furms and on reser- 
vations where both nine and money are 
apent to maintain bird life In more than 
normal numbers, control of certain In- 
jurious species, Including the crow, Is 
warranted and even necessary. Gov- 
ernment experts have done consider- 
able experimental work and advise 
control measures in localities where 
the birds are Injurious to crops. On 
the other hand, a careful study of the 
economic status of the crow demon- 
strates that over much of Its range the 
bird, probably does as much good as 
harm, nnd under some conditions Its 
usefulness Is pronounced.
